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It's Better This Way 

We read with interest a recent report that in 
one three-week period 72 persons had been charged 
with speeding in Claresholm — most of them travel¬ 
lers and district residents caught exceeding the 30- 
miles-an-hour speed limit on Highway 2 within the 
town limits. 

The provincial highways department’s oft- 
reiterated policy is that main highways should be 
built around towns rather than through them and 
yet it occasionally yields to public or political pres¬ 
sure and builds a new highway smack through the 
business centre of a town. Then, inevitably, comes 
the 25- or 30-mile-per-hour speed limit — necessary 
for safety it is true, but irksome to the traveller or 
trucker who has been sifting along at 50 or 60 miles 
an hour and has no intention of stopping in the town. 

How much better it is for the convenience of the 
motorist and the safety of children and other town 
residents when the highway skirts the town and stays 
clear of the built-up areas. 

We have heard numerous complaints about the 
situation at Claresholm, mostly because the 30-mile 
speed limit is effective before the built-up area is 
reached. The complaints are similar to the ones we 
nave been hearing for years about the so-called “speed 
trap” at Lacombe, where the highway passes within 
the town limits and many an unwary motorist has 
been nailed for a healthy fine because he did not get 
down to the 25-mile-an-hour limit quickly enough. 

Vulcan’s town limits extend to, but do not in¬ 
clude a portion of Highway 23. We, and the rest of 
Vulcan’s residents, are happy with this circumstance, 
the department of highways is happy, and no one is 
happier than the motorist or trucker who can travel 
Highway 23 from its junction with Highway 2 east 
of High River to the junction with No. 3 at Monarch 
without once going through a town or hitting a lower 
speed zone.
